WHITHER ARCHITECTURE ? 


[NX a thoughtful letter which we publish this week a valued 

correspondent, Mr. G. Maxwell Aylwin, gives expression 
to a widely felt dissatisfaction with the trend of contemporary 
architecture. It is easy enough to say that his views are old- 
fashioned, representing, as he himself puts it, ‘‘ the instinctive 
conservatism of advancing years”—the inevitable conflict 
between youth and experience—but obviously the problem goes 
much deeper than that. 


To the impartial observer all the arts seem to have gone to 
pieces. In music the grand structural harmonies of Beethoven 
have given place to mere discordant noise, painful to any sensi- 
tive ear ; in painting, the fine composition and cclour harmonies 
of the Old Masters are discarded for juvenile scribbles and weird 
geometrical patterns supposed to represent the artist’s state of 
mind; while in sculpture anything that looks like the real thing 
is dismissed with contempt by the aesthetes who profess to dis- 
cover rare aesthetic delight in abstract carvings which to the 
normal eye look like hideous monstrosities; in poetry, it is 
fashionable to be vague to the point of obscurity. 


The explanation of all this experimentalism in art is, we 
believe, to be found in the fact that to-day few are capable of 
doing work comparable with the great achievements of the past. 
There seems to be a widespread feeling among artists that since 
it is impossible to excel the Masters in their own sphere the only 
thing is to do something entirely different. There is also, of 
course, to-day a general lack of patience, and perhaps also a 
lack of the ability, to master a technique, and therefore many 
follow the road of easy experimentalism in the hope of achieving 
a recognition otherwise unobtainable. Architecture, being a 
practical constructive art, has not suffered from poseurs to the 
same extent as the other arts, but in our belief much of the current 
experimentalism in architecture is ultimately traceable to ineffi- 
ciency. 

On the vexed question of “ style”? no sensible person would 
suggest that architecture can stand apart from the general pro- 
gress of its own time, confined within the bounds of stylistic 
convention. New and improved materials and methods of 
construction which contribute to economic building cannot be 
ignored ; they are bound to affect the art of building and it is 
supremely the task of the architect to see that they are used to 
satisfactory effect—in other words, to produce architecture. 


Our correspondent rightly calls architecture “a beautifying 
art’ and he enumerates as essential to that art the qualities of 
grace, dignity and fine detail. How often these qualities are 
absent from contemporary work and particularly from the 
designs of architectural students! In fact, one has regretfully 
to share his conclusion that on occasion, “ the difference between 
an architect and an engineer becomes indistinguishable unless 
it is that the latter is becoming the more convincing.” 


The remedy, we believe lies largely with the architectural 
schools. Individuality is the excellent quality, but it should 
come as a result of years of study, hard work and practical 
experience. Individual genius is comparatively rare and may 
be trusted to manifest itself in time:~ The-primary need to-day 
is for a school of competent architects interested in the produc- 
tion of sound work rather than the pursuit of novelty for its 
own sake. In Lethaby’s oft-quoted words, “ No style which is 
one man deep is worth much, it must be a thousand men deep.”

, @&& Use of Planning Powers 

THAT Britain is steadily planning herself 
to a standstill has become a trite 

criticism, but such remarks will continue to 

be made if planning authorities demonstrate 

too often their power of control over 

trivialities. 

We are thinking in particular, at the 
moment, of a recent instance in which 
Surrey Planning Committee, which, of 
course, is responsible -for all development 
throughout the county, concerned itself with 
the colour of concrete clothes posts which 
Richmond council proposes to erect on a new 
housing estate at Petersham. ‘After ponder- 
ing on the effect the posts might have on the 
landscape as viewed from Richmond Hill, the 
committee ruled that the posts must be 
coloured “in harmony with the surround- 
ings.” 

We would not quarrel over that decision, 
but we do not consider it right that the time 
of members and highly paid officials of the 
county council should be taken up in dealing 
with such a minor point. Surely, details of 
this kind should be the concern of the local 
council. 

Another fact, which adds absurdity to the 
situation, is that, while the committee has 
power to stipulate the colour which the posts 
must be when they are first erected, it can- 
not prevent a subsequent owner from re- 
painting them any colour he may choose. 


Council of Europe Building 

A PRAISEWORTHY ACHIEVEMENT in build- 
ing organisation which many might well 
emulate was effected in the erection of the 
new building in which have been held the 
recent sessions of the Assembly of the 
Council of Europe. 

The decision to provide the Consultative 
Assembly with its own building was taken by 
the Committee of Ministers on January 10, 
and work began on the site—a former foot- 
ball ground opposite the Orangerie park on 
the fringe of Strasbourg—on March 3. 

Exactly five months later the building was 
completed. It is a two-storey structure, 
shaped like a capital E, of which the central 
arm accommodates the main debating 
chamber. On either side are the offices of 
the secretariat and accommodation for the 
Press and radio. There are also committee 
rooms, a library, and a representatives’ bar. 
The architect was M. Bertrand Monnet, 
whose official position is that of chief archi- 
tect for historic buildings in the department 
of the Lower Rhine. The outside is without 
embellishment except for a circle of white- 
painted masts close to the main entrance 
bearing the flags of the nations. 


Medizval Architecture up to date

T.P. Decision on Paddington Site 

THE MINISTER of Town and Country 
Planning has dismissed the appeal by Pad- 
dington Metropolitan Borough Council 
against the refusal of the L.C.C. to permit 
the development of a siteat Warwick-avenue, 
Paddington, for housing purposes, on the 
grounds that it ought to be kept for an open 
space. At the public inquiry the L.C.C. 
pointed out that there was a serious shortage 
of public open space in this area of London, 
and that the site in question was one of 
exceptional charm. 


The Minister, recognising the Borough 
Council’s need for additional land for 
housing, discussed this aspect with the 
Minister of Health and “ weighing the ‘two 
conflicting public interests, both Ministers 
feel bound to agree with the County Council 


that this particular site ought to be kept for 
a public open space.” The Minister also con- 
sidered the suggestion that part of the land 
should be used for artists’ studios, but came 
to the conclusion that the site was too small 
to enable any of the land to be spared for 
that purpose, but that the whole of it should 
be used for public space. 


Higher Salaries for Architects 

CONCERNED about the loss of architects to 
better-paid posts with other authorities, Bir- 
mingham Education Committee is offering 
higher salaries for appointments to its archi- 
tects’ branch. 

Positions offered are district architect, 
senior assistant architects, and architectural 
assistants and draughtsmen. 

Though it hopes to fill vacancies due to 
resignations, the department is also strength- 
ening the branch to keep pace with the 
schools’ programmes. 

Major new projects in hand include a 
teachers’ training college at Knowle and the 
city’s first multi-type school at Garretts 
Green. 


Imperial War Graves 


THE Imperial War Graves Commission 
has approved the design of Mr. Edward 
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Maufe, R.A., for the Air Forces memorial 
to be built on Coopers Hill overlooking 
Runnymede. Among other —_ designs 
approved are those of Mr. P. D. Hepworth; 
F.R.LB.A., for Celle, Soltau, and Hanover 
war cemeteries in Germany. 


The Commission hopes shortly to start 
the construction of the 1939-45 war cemeter- 
ies at Kohima, Imphal, Digboi, Gauhati, 
Ranchi, Comilla, and Chittagong, and of four 
new war cemeteries at Delhi, Madras, Kirkee, 
and Karachi, into which 1939-45 war graves 
from civil and cantonment cemeteries in 
India and Pakistan will be moved. 
War graves will not be moved from 
Sewri cemetery, Bombay, Bhowanipore 
cemetery, Calcutta, St. Mary’s cemetery, 
Madras, Nicholson cemetery, Delhi, Rawal- 
pindi cemetery, and the cantonment cemeter- 
ies at Meerut and Agra but will be per- 
manently marked and maintained by the 
Commission.

While ** The Builder” holds firmly to the view that the cost of housebuilding 
will not be materially reduced until private enterprise building is allowed once 
more a fair share of the programme, it believes that it is possible to effect a 
considerable capital saving by reviewing the housing standards laid down by

5 lee accompanying sketches and key plan illustrate the proposals for the completion 

of the Cathedral Church of St. Anne, Belfast, as finally approved by the Cathedral 
Board. Minor details may be reconsidered during construction, but, broadly speaking, 
the illustrations give the correct outline of the completed building. 

The building programme, as laid down at the moment, is divided into five stages : 
(1) The presbytery and Lady Chapel with catacombs under ; (2) the south transept and 
vestries ; (3) the north transept ; (4) clerestory of crossing ; (5) chapter house and 
campanile. The first section of the work to be undertaken is the piling and the

grillage to carry the superstructure 
of the presbytery and Lady Chapel. 
This piling work will occupy the greater 
part of twelve months to complete in 
readiness for the building of the super- 
structure. 


The fine nave, some 120Jfeet long 
by 40 feet wide, by Sir Thomas Drew, 
does dictate the lines for designing the 
extensions now under review. 


The dimensions of the island site are 
such as to make a very large building 
quite out of the question, and it is 
therefore desirable that the architec- 
tural character of the work should bé 
such as to distinguish the building as 
something quite distinct from the church 
of any ordinary town parish. Ofcourse, 
its use as a parish church has to be 
recognised but not at the cost of sacri- 
ficing its dignity as a cathedral. The 
City Surveyor’s plan for the develop- 
ment of the cathedral area indicates a 
fine open space to the north of the 
cathedral site. The north transept, 
therefore, becomes an important en- 
trance, although a secondary one as 
compared with the western. The south 
entrance is,slightly less important than 
the northern one. The chapter house 
is arranged to utilise the lower stage 
of a part of the building, which requires 
to be lofty in order to accommodate 
bells in the most efficient manner. 
The bell chamber is designed to take 
a heavy peal of not less than eight. 


A library is planned over the chapter 
house, approached by lift, and lava- 
tories are arranged in the basement. 
The organ is in the north transept 
with the console at floor level, possibly 
placed at the north-west of the crossing 
facing east. 


Internally, the stone-faced walls will 
be in Ham Hill, and externally, the 
stonework and facings will be in Port- 
land. There will be scope for the intro- 
duction of decorative features by way of 
Irish marbles in pavings, etc., carvings. 
and mosaic work. : 

It may be interesting to note the 
dimensions of the completed building. 
The length of the present nave is 120 
feet plus 45 feet for the crossing and 
128 feet of new building to cover the 
chapel, giving a total length from the 
west door of nave to the apse of 
eastern chapel of 293 feet. The height 
of the present nave is 72 feet to the tie 
beam. The new north and south 
transepts will be 72 feet to the flat oak 
ceilings and the crossing a height of 
104 feet to the oak ceiling. The height 
of the presbytery is 80 feet, the 
eastern chapel 35 feet from floor to its 
ceiling. Externally, the height of the 
finial over the crossing is 150 feet. 
The height of the finial of the cam- 
panile is 216 feet. 


The first section, Stage 1, it is hoped 
will soon be under active construction. 
The application for a licence for the 
piling and grillage to carry the super- 
structure is with the appropriate 
authority now, and all is in readiness 
for an immediate start as soon as the 
licence for this first stage is published.

SOCIAL PROBLEMS OF HOUSING 


Experiences of a Welfare Worker 


THE extent to which bad housing con- 

ditions are responsible for creating 
what are commonly known as “ problem 
families” was discussed by MR. ARTHUR 
COLLIS, a social worker and part author of 
ihe book “ These Our Children;” in a talk 
at the Housing Centre, London, recently. 


Mr. Collis said the hallmark of the prob- 
lem family was that it was unable to raise 
itself from the state into which it had fallen, 
or to benefit from the social services avail- 
able to it; nor could it improve its standard 
of living when offered improved living con- 
ditions, and assisted materially from outside. 


He went on to list some of the things 
which characterised the problem family: 
dirt; disease; mismanagement; misspending; 
children with retarded development, or 
mentally deficient; non-attendance at school, 
or persistent lateness; haphazard meals, and 
little cooking; little furniture, bedding, cook- 
ing utensils, crockery, etc. The attitude of 
these people. towards the social services was 
one of either complete apathy or non- 
co-operation, and hostility towards interfer- 
ence from outside. 

This was the problem which affected the 
question of housing, both from the point 
of view of the social worker and from the 
point of view of the housing authority or 
house owner who had the problem family 
living in his property. It was in the attempt 
of the social worker to get these families 
rehoused that the social problem and the 
housing problem impinged on each other. 

The causative factors which went to make 
up the problem family were clearly present 
in any study, but in the case of any single 
family it was often difficult to isolate them, 
and to say which were the main ones. The 
Pacifist Service Unit at first took the view 
that each problem family was unique, and 
that the scientific analysis of causation was 
no good. The Family Service Unit later 
came to believe that a more scientific 
approach to causation was necessary in 
order to get a more satisfactory basis for 
diagnosis. The main causes could be listed 
as: poverty; unemployment; ill health; 
mental incapacity; large families; lack of 
education, including poor parental training 
and guidance; marital and sexual maladjust- 
ments; and finally bad housing. 


Bad Housing 

On the question of bad housing, Mr. 
Collis said he had talked to many groups 
up and down the country, and it was sur- 
prising that always when this question of 
causative factors cropped up, someone 
would be sure to say that the main problem 
was obvious, and that if the slums were 
cleared the social problem would not arise. 
They tended to overlook the fact that it 
was not just a material, but a human prob- 
lem. We had perhaps reacted too far from 
the old idea that people who were given a 
bath would only use it to keep the coals 
in it, and we decried the idea that there was 
a slum outlook or a slum mind; the coals 
in the bath idea was nonsense, we said, and 
if people were given good ‘living conditions 
they would respond to them. 

Investigations had shown that the problem 
family was not always living in the worst 


conditions. In Rotherham it had been found 
that nearly half the problem families were 
in good accommodation, and many had been 
moved from slum property. Where efforts 
had been made to mix good and bad tenants 
in the hopes that the good ones would 
improve the bad ones, it had been found 
that this did not happen. The Assistant 
M.O.H. of Glasgow had told Mr. Collis 
that 5 per cent. of tenants in new housing 
from slum property tended to drift back into 
their old kind of habitat. Mr. Collis was 
sure that in all efforts at large scale re- 
housing, there was this small group which 
would not benefit from the new conditions. 
On the other hand, one must bear in 
mind, the speaker said, that slum life tended 
to create this type of mind. Clearly, it was 
difficult for people living in damp, dark, 
insanitary dwellings, with no.sink and per- 
haps just a tap on the landing, with a dirty 
factory immediately behind the back yard, 
to keep their houses, clothes and children 
clean. And if people were at the same time 
facing other difficulties, perhaps finding it 
hard to make ends meet, then they would 
tend to let things slide, and the worse they 
got the more they would let them slide. 


It was pitiful to see how, as a result of 
overcrowding, children suffered from lack 
of sleep. Often they were simply put to 
bed in an odd corner of the living room, 
and had to try to sleep while people were 
talking and smoking round them; or perhaps 
they had to be moved from one place to 
another. 


All these conditions were effective in add- 
ing to the downward slope on which the 
problem family existed. Nevertheless, there 
was a tendency to exaggerate the effect of 
bad housing, and to overlook the fact that 
cases occurred where housing conditions were 
good. Equally there was a tendency to 
forget the numbers of parents who 
triumphed over bad conditions; where the 
family morale was high, and the parents of 
good character, it was amazing to find what 
fine, healthy children could be reared in 
terrible conditions. 


Overcrowding 

Mr. Collis declared that, from the hous- 
ing point of view, the problem family was 
a bad and uneconomic tenant, so that the 
social worker was immediately up against 
difficulties. Often these people were living 
in inadequate, poor and overcrowded accom- 
modation, and an effort must be made to 
get some improvement in their conditions, 
or to get the family moved. But it was 
difficult to persuade a local authority or a 
landlord to accept such tenants, so that the 
social worker trying to help these people 
was often at the outset up against an insur- 
mountable problem. It would seem, there- 
fore, that close co-operation must be built 
up with the local housing authorities, and 
with house owners and landlords, in order 
to secure their help in the scheme for 
rehabilitating these peop!e. 


In cases where the problem family was 
living in poor accommodation, part of the 
efforts of the Family Service Units to 
improve family life had been based on help- 
ing them in the home. Help was given to

the mother or father to clean the house,. 
redecorate the rooms, repair furniture and 
do mending, and in training the mother in 
housecraft, expenditure of money and 
domestic planning. 


In such cases, if an approach was made to 
the housing authority or landlord for per- 
mission to carry out repairs, and payment 
of the materials required, the answer would 
probably be that the tenant was £20 in 
arrears with the rent, and in the circum- 
stances the owner could not see his way to 
do more at the moment. This was a very 
understandable viewpoint, and all the social! 
worker could do was to put the case to the 
owner clearly, and seek his co-operation in 
what was really a social service experiment. 
Some would then co-operate, but others 
would not; but if this problem was to be 
met, then co-operation was essential. In the 
case of the most urgent repairs, such as a 
broken cistern or a clogged sink, an approach 
could be made to the sanitary inspector, and’ 
the work done through him. 


The speaker’s general conclusion was that 
there was a need for co-operation between 
housing authorities, social workers and other 
social service agencies. In Holland an experi- 
ment was being tried of decanting problem 
families into specific areas set aside for the 
purpose; under close supervision they were 
supposed to improve. But the social stigma 
attached to living in such an area, and the 
antipathy to social workers, were so great 
that it was hard to keep the families there, 
and they tended to drift away. 


The improvement of housing standards 
alone was not enough, he said. There must 
be better educational facilities, more nursery 
schools, marriage guidance societies, child 
welfare services and psychiatric clinics to 
cut the ground from under the problem 
family in its inevitable growth. 


Discussion 

A discussion followed in which Mr. 
FLETCHER (housing manager) said he believed 
the question of housing environment was 
given too much prominence. Local authori- 
ties had been providing accommodation of 
a good standard, and in that accommodation 
they had housed the families which they 
had been forced to house (those who needed’ 
accommodation) and there was a percentage 
of problem families among them. He 
believed that the real prob!em of the problem 
family was how to instil into it a new spirit 
which would remove it from the category. 

There was no urge in them to rise from 
the conditions into which they had sunk, 
and it was regrettable to find that, despite 
all the efforts made to help them, and assis- 
tance given in solving their problems for 
them, that spirit was still wanting. He 
thought one of the most important things 
at the moment was to try to find a solution 
of what might be termed the “ problem 
problem family.” A number of local 
authorities had to evict bad families. His 
own authority had not yet had to do so, and 
he was loath to recommend this course. 
These people were a part of the community, 
and they had to live somewhere. 


It seemed short-sighted simply to get rid 
of them because they were uneconomic from 
the authority’s point of view. Many authori- 
ties looked at it from the other aspect, and 
thought that the 99 good tenants should not 
be disturbed by the one bad one. There 
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was at least a chance of social upgrading 
as a result of association with better families, 
Mr. Collis had appeared to doubt this, but 
speaking from his own experience he would 
say that in a block of flats, if there were 
three good families on each landing, there 
could also be one bad one, without harmful 
effects; if the ratio was two to two,. the 
thing would not work. 

_ Mr. Collis said he had for a long time 
thought that by mixing good and bad tenants 
the bad ones would be improved, but an 
investigation at Rotherham had proved that 
this was not the case. In the case of the 
first group of problem families it was found 
that an opportunity for improvement often 
had a good effect. Old memories of better 
days would be regenerated, and the general 
standards of the family would tend to 
improve. But in the case of a family con- 
sisting of fathet and mother, themselves 
from problem families, and five or six 
children, all set in bad habits, then he did 
not think it was enough merely to give the 
family good accemmodation, even if the 
neighbours were good tenants. 


Mixing Good and Bad 


Miss Tabor (housing manager) said that 
an argument for not housing problem 
families along with others was that the good 
tenants tended all to turn against the bad 
ones. This was not an argument for not 
rehousing them, but for rehousing them by 
themselves—for instance in a reconditioned 
house with its own back yard. Mr. Collis 
said he had seen, in piecing together the 
history of problem families, that often local 
authorities and housing associations who 
rehoused these families had ultimately had 


to evict them because of complaints from 
their neighbours. This was a great problem 


for the authorities. There were schemes 
now on foot for training certain social 
workers for work on new estates. He 
believed the right thing to do was to have 
some kind of organisation or social service 
group in contact with families before they 
were moved, using. the move as a prime lever 
for encouraging a new spirit in the family, 
preparing the family for the move, and 
helping it when it had been made. 

_ Mr. Collis agreed that problem. families 
would probably be better in reconditioned 
tather than new property. When it came 
to the point, however, they were probably 
put into the worst of the reconditioned 
property, which would deteriorate quickly 
and easily. With three or four children 
tunning about, it would not be long before 
the plaster came off, and the sink came 
away from the wall, etc., so that there 
would be the feeling that the family had 
wrecked the place again within a couple 
of months. New properties were not ideal 
for these families, but they should also not 
be put in too old ones. 

Mr. Collis thought the housing authorities 
were in a very difficult position. In cases 
where social workers were certain of families 
they could safely “be accepted as tenants. 
Where they admitted to being doubtful 
about a family, it was a gamble. If the 
family did not turn out well, and the 
property deteriorated, what was the authority 
to do? 

Mr. Fletcher thought an authority would 
rarely put families not reasonably up to 
standard into new property, because they 
did not feel it right that they should be 
branded as bad from the beginning. From 
time to time his authority put such families 
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into vacated houses on an old estate, where 
they had a chance to serve their apprentice- 
ship. 

The Dutch system of housing them sepa- 
rately was frowned on by ‘the Ministry, 
who had made it clear that they could not 
agree to money being spent on that type 
of development. These families should be 
accommodated in normal housing, said the 
Ministry, with the exception that concrete 
skirting should be fitted and wooden picture 
rails omitted. 

Mr. Collis said he believed some authori- 
ties refused to rehouse people unless they 
were clear of the arrears of rent in their 
old accommodation, and in some cases 
groups had actually approached organisations 
with charitable funds with a view to helping 
the family concerned to clear off its arrears. 
This was a serious difficulty, because it would 
clearly not be possible to provide this type 
of help in all cases.

Architecture To-day 

To THE Epitor oF The Builder. 
S!R,—Many of us, for many years and in 

many ways, have suffered a sense of 
disquiet concerning the drift of architecture 
since 1918. We have yet found it difficult to 
define our feelings in terms which will 
express anything more significant than the 
instinctive conservatism of advancing years, 
against which every generation of youth has 
had to contend. The dignified course for 
those with enough of the divine spark is to 
retire to Olympus. For those of us upon a 
lower plane, this escape is denied us, and we 
find ourselves unhappy in our company and 
deeply concerned about such future as 
remains to us. 

On one and the same day two passages 
from the Press caught my attention to make 
me feel that though publicity may appear 
to indicate a certain general state of mind, 
there remains below the surface a_ sub- 
stratum of opinion much more related to 
my own than I would have dared to hope. 
This is the opening passage of a letter by 
Mr. James Ross to the Daily Telegraph of 
September 16:— 

“As we appear to live in an age of 
esthetic bankruptcy, when confidence in 
the future of architecture as of other arts 
is almost confined to professionals, it is 
natural that the thoughts of cultivated 
people should be turning moe and more 
from new creation in building, to the 
preservation of what remains of our 
heritage.” (The italics are my own.) 
The second passage is from The Builder 

of September 15, quoting from a correspon- 
dent’s reference to the Central Hall, West- 
minster, and remarking on the fact that an 
appreciation of this great building written in 
The Builder 40 years ago would still find 
agreement among discerning critics. Yet, 
when public buildings are now the subject of 
competition, we are urged by assessors to 
believe that the architecture we must now 
admire is not merely in a different style, but, 
if we are to believe our eyes, is a different 
art, if art at all. 

The public of this country is notoriously 
unreliable in its appreciation of the arts, but 
there is no doubt that public opinion must 
have some influence upon the course which 
the artist sets for himself, and that if he 
persist in ignoring it he will find himself in 
a vacuum within which no system of pro- 
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pulsion can function. Mr. Ross’s letter gives 
voice to the subterranean rumblings which 
are already growing to a significant volume, 
while your correspondent’s remarks add 
point to the persistent desire which the man 
with any trace of culture still cherishes for 
grace, dignity and fine detail in architecture. 

Resistance to this dissatisfaction with the 
meal that is being laid before the public is 
become as highly organised and as ruthless 
as anything that is going on behind the Iron 
Curtain to repress the instincts of free 
people. It begins in many of the schools, 
it is insinuated into the Press, and it is being 
foisted upon the public until the difference 
between an architect and an engineer be- 
comes indistinguishable unless it is that the 
latter is becoming the more convincing. 

It is high time, surely, that those who care 
for architecture should raise their voices 
against the insidious influences which are 
taking charge of the profession, so that it 
may, again become apparent that architecture 
is something more than a jig-saw puzzle with 
an inevitably ingenious solution, but a great 
beautifying art which has riches to offer to 
the soul of man. That would be a Renais- 
sance which is long overdue.

ST. LUKE’S (GOVERNMENT) HOSPITAL, MALTA, G.C. 


HS hospital of 540 beds is 

situated on high ground be- 
tween Valletta and Sliema, over- 
looking Marsamxett Harbour and 
the Mediterranean beyond. The 
architects prepared plans and details 
in 1930, and the scheme was put in 
hand by the Public Works Depart- 
ment; who have supervised the work 
throughout. The main structure 
was completed just before the late 
war and suffered some bomb dam- 
age. The hospital has therefore 


only recently been opened for public 
service. 

Site——The site forms the crown 
of Guardamangia Hill, and is 
approached from the south-west. 
The main entrance is on the west 
front. The centre block which 
houses administration, operating 
theatres, kitchens, etc., is five storeys 
high ; the south ward block is 
of four storeys, and the north 
ward block of five storeys. 

Construction. — The building is

constructed in accordance with local 
practice of solid masonry load- 
bearing walls throughout. Floors 
and roofs are constructed of R.S.J.s 
at approximately 3 ft. centres sup- 
porting 3-in. limestone slabs and 
lime concrete screed. The floors are 
finished in marble slabs and terrazzo 
tiles, and the roof in local technique 
known as “diffone,” which is a 
finish of fine pottery chippings run 
in milk of lime and ironed smooth, 
usually by female labour. All stone, 
except marbles for pavings which 
come from Italy, is quarried on the 
island, and worked on the site. 
The general contractors were Messrs. 
John Laing and Son, Ltd., Mill Hill, 
N.W.7, in conjunction with Messrs. 
N. Zammit and Sons, of Malta.

N 1946 the L.C.C. was approached for town planning permission 
to develop this site, at the corner of Kensington High-street 
and Warwick-road, for offices. At that time it was proposed that 
the junction of the “ B” Ring-road and Kensington High-street 
should be in the form of a fly-over, with a large portion of the 
centre of the site occupied by a deep cutting to carry the Rimg- 
road under the High-street. It was not until late in 1948 that 
this form of crossing was finally abandoned and permission to 
develop the site was given. 

The development consists of a commercial office building of 
over five and a half million cu. ft. The construction was spon- 
sored by the Ministry of Works, who are taking a long lease of 
the entire building for use by various Government departments. 

The building is planned on an open basis, with a central spine 
and six projecting wings. Two canteens with a common kitchen 
are situated in the basement, lit both by windows and glass and 
concrete barrel vaults, which are believed to be the first of their 
kind to be approved by any district surveyor in the London area. 
The offices are generally 20 ft. deep, lit by large windows on a 
13 ft. grid. Corridors are 6 ft. wide, lit by borrowed lights 
above door-head level. The building would accommodate 
about 4,000 persons. 

Site clearance commenced early in November, 1948; the 
reinforced concrete frame, floors and staircases were substanti- 
ally complete in July, 1949; and the whole building, apart from 
certain occupational services, details of which were received 
late, was finished in July, 1950. As a result of the uncertainty of 
the availability of the site for building while the authorities were 
making up their minds over the “‘B” Ring-road, last minute 
amendments to the requirements of the town planning authority, 


and all the other irksome factors which constrict the proper 
organisation of building projects in these times, only ;; in. scale 
drawings were available when work commenced. This put a 
great strain on the architect and the consulting engineer, and 
reflects considerable credit on the contractors. It was fortunate 
that the general contractors had worked in close co-operation 
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with the reinforced concrete engineers 
on a previous contract of considerable 
magnitude and thus the liaison between 
the two was complete and many prob- 
lems had already been met with before. 
At peak, 90 bricklayers were employed 
and a floor of brickwork was being 
completed in ten days, and the rein- 
forced concrete engineers were com- 
pleting the structural frame of each 
floor in under a fortnight. 

All detail drawings, specifications 
and bills of quantities were prepared 
after the commencement of work, as 
were all sub-contracts. 

The spacious site lent itself admirably 
to a system of precast reinforced con- 
crete construction already perfected 
on a previous contract. Briefly, this 
consisted of casting the beams and stair- 
case flights in two suitably placed 
casting bays on the ground, and hoisting 
them as required on to the columns, 
which were cast in situ. The portion of 
the beam below slab level only was pre- 
cast, leaving the main reinforcement 
projecting at the ends, and stirrups 
projecting from the top surface. A 
specially devised temporary bracket was 
fixed to the head of each column, to 
assist in the accurate placing of the pre- 
cast beams, the reinforcement of which 
overlapped at the tops of the columns. 
When the beams were in place, expand- 
ing self-supporting steel shuttering units 
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were placed, resting on the top edges of 
the precast beams, and leaving a com- 
plete level platform on which to place 
the reinforcement for the floors. When 
the concrete was poured for the solid 
floor slabs, this integrated the various 
reinforcements projecting from _ the 
heads of the columns, ends of the beams 


and the beam stirrups, with that of the’ 


floors, to form a monolithic whole. The 
advantages of this system are: (a) 
Economy in timber for shuttering; for 
instance, all the flights for four stair- 
cases, each rising some 80 ft., were cast 
from one mould without the necessity 
for dismantling and remaking each 
time; (6) Speed, by reducing the amount 
of work to be carried out at high levels 
under difficult conditions; and (c) Or- 
ganisation, by enabling an enormous 
stock of completed units to be available 
well in advance of requirements. 

The work carried out in reinforced 
concrete included both column and wall 
foundations, retaining walls, coal bun- 
kers, frame, solid floors and roofs, 
staircases and the water storage tanks. 
The main walls are of brick, partitions 
of foamed slag blocks. The roof is 
insulated by a screed of foamed slag 
concrete, finished with a built-up cover- 
ing with cement paving. The windows 
are of steel, designed to be cleaned from 
inside, with pressed steel cills. Copings, 
coraices, window heads and similar

elevational features, are of recon- 
structed Portland stone. The columns 
to the main entrances are of Griotte 
marble. 


The internal finishes and equipment 
are conventional in so far as the restric- 
tions in the use of timber would allow. 
Wood block floors are confined to the 
canteens. There are one goods and 
ten passenger lifts. 

Heating is by low-pressure hot water, 
with normal type radiators on a one- 
pipe system. 

In addition to the main contract 
the general contractors, Messrs. Rowley 
Bros., Ltd., N.17, carried out the cross 
partitioning and other occupational 
services required by the incoming 
Government departments, with the 
exception of light fittings and certain 
specialised items which were ordered 
by the Ministry of Works direct. They 
also executed the joinery. 

The consulting engineer was Mr. W. V. Zinn, 
B.Sc., M.I.C.E., and the quantity surveyors, 
Messrs. Sherwin and Axtell. The Clerk of 
Works was Mr. P. L. Jewell. The reinforced 
concrete engineers were Sir Robert McAlpine 
and Sons, Ltd. 

The sub-contractors included: Heating and 
hot water, Norris Warming Co., Ltd.; boilers, 
La Mont Steam Generator, Ltd.; lifts, Waygood- 
Otis, Ltd.; electrical, T. Clarke and Co., Ltd.; 
plumbing, Dent and Hellyer Sanitation, Ltd.; 
reconstructed stone, Empire Stone Co., Ltd.; 
facing bricks, Proctor and Lavender, Ltd.; 
metal windows, Crittall Manufacturing Co., 
Ltd.; staircase windows, Lenscrete, Ltd.;

THis building was designed by Mr. C. A. F. 

Sheppard, L.R.I.B.A., for Messrs. A. E. Cash and 
Co., haulage contractors, of Southampton, for the 
garaging and maintenance of vehicles and for housing 
administrative staff. 

Owing to restrictions on controlled materials existing 
welded roof trusses were used and this controlled the 
design of the main office building. The use of timber 
was kept to a minimum. 

Walls to the main garage are of 9in. common 
brickwork with piers. Those to the office block are 
of 11 in. cavity construction, the outer skin being in 
Marston multi-colour brickwork. 

The first floor and roof to the office block are con- 
structed of precast concrete units, the roof being 





covered with asphalt. The main roof of the garage is 
covered with corrugated asbestos sheeting. 

Dressings to the windows of the office block are in 
artificial stone and floor finishes to the office block are 
in Accotile and wood block. 

The quantity surveyors were Messrs. Shears, Pick 
and Partners and the general contractors were Messrs. 
G. E. Pullen and Son, of Southampton. 

The principal sub-contractors were as follows : 
Hollow beam floors, Siegwart Floor Co. ; electrical

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NEW BUILDING AT QUEEN MARY COLLEGE, LONDON 
First Prestressed Concrete Structure in Metropolitan Area 


(THE first building in the London area to 

incorporate prestfessed concrete as a 
structural material, at Queen Mary College, 
Mile End, is now being erected under the 
direction of the architect, Mr. Edward Playne, 
D.S.C., F.R.1.B.A., A.A.Dip., of Messrs. 
Wornum and Playne. 

Queen Mary College, previously known 
as the East London College, stands adjacent 
to the People’s Palace in the Mile End-road. 
Its central portion, the main hall, was de- 
stroyed by fire in 1931. The new structure 
is being erected in the resulting space and 
forms a “cross block” connecting the east 
and west wings of the main building. The 
new block will consist of four storeys and a 
basement and will provide private study 
rooms or seminars on the ground floor with 
lecture rooms on the first and second floors 
and botanical laboratories on the top floor. 
The roof is also designed to take full super- 
load. as it is anticipated that it will accom- 
modate greenhouses for botanical specimens. 

The structural design has been kept ex- 
tremely simple. In order to reduce the steel 
requirements to a minimum, brick load-bear- 
ing piers are used, together with prestressed 
concrete main beams and floor units. These 
expedients resulted in a saving of 75 per cent. 
in the amount of steel originally required, of 
which 60 per cent. may be attributed to the 





use of the prestressing technique in the floor 
and main beam construction. The main 
beams are prestressed on the Magnel-Blaton 
system. The floors consist of precast ribs 
prestressed by the pre-tension method, in 
which the transfer of the prestressing force 
to the concrete is achieved by the bond be- 
tween the concrete and the steel wire. These 
ribs support hollow blocks of lightweight 
concrete, the whole being given a topping 
which is included in the working depth of 
the floor. The superimposed load is 100 Ib. 
per sq. ft., plus an allowance of 20 Ib. per 
sq. ft. for partitions, plus finishes. 

All floor-carrying beams are freely sup- 
ported on the brick piers, The edge beams 
between the piers are in trad‘tional reinforced 
concrete construction. In consideration of 
wind load the floors have been assumed to 
be horizontal diaphragms spanning between 
the existing buildings, the longitudinal axes 
of which are at right angles to the new 
structure. 


Patent Type of Brickwork 

At the north end the new brick piers 
adjoin an. existing structure—the Hatton 
Lecture Theatre—and to accommodate their 
foundations a continuous footing incorporat- 
ing the existing foundation was necessary. 
This was constructed in reinforced concrete, 


a novel feature being the introduction of rem- 
forced concrete needles cast in situ and pinned 
into the existing walls with a patent type of 
engineering brickwork. This special brick 
is formed after the manner of a pair of 
folding wedges specially keyed so that their 
introduction in the available space creates 
an intimate connection between old and new 
work that is actually free of shrinkage and 
other difficulties normally associated with 
underpinning work. Above the combined 
footing the piers are block-bonded into the 
existing brickwork. 

The prestressed members, both post- and 
pre-tensioned, have been designed on the 
“combined ” principle—i.e., the prestressed 
elements depend on the in situ topping in 
the case of the floor slabs. and on the in situ 
concrete adjacent to the precast member 
in the case of the main beams, to assist 
in taking the compressive forces set up by the 
imposed loading. The precast elements are 
propped during the introduction and harden- 
ing of the in situ concrete. 

The main beams, which are freely sup- 
ported, have a span of 33 ft. 6 in. and are 
prestressed with a Magnel-Blaton cable of 
48 No. 0.2 in. diameter high-tensile cold- 
drawn steel wires. It should be noted that 
the original design submitted allowed for 
adequate prestress in the form of a 40-wire

cable, but this was increased by 20 per cent. 
at the request of the authorities. The beams 
have a rise on the underside amounting to a 
maximum of 4 in, at the centre, where they 
have an exposed depth of 23 in. The wires 
were supplied to the site ready straightened 
and cut to length in coils of 72 in. diameter 
and the cables were prefabricated on the site. 
As the work was begun before the intro- 
duction of the extractable rubber core now 
used to form the cable housing they are 
encased in a light sheet metal “ gaine” or 
tube, the whole being incorporated in the 
mould before commencement of concreting. 

The design initially submitted provided con- 
crete castellations on the upper surface of 
the beam to take the horizontal shear stress 
set up between the precast and in situ con- 
crete when the beam was under load. This 
was not, however, acceptable to the authori- 
ties and consequently short vertical stirrups 
in pairs had to be provided at varying cen- 
tres. In this connection it is interesting to 
note that the method of providing concrete 
castellations to take horizontal shears has 
been adopted in many contracts overseas and 
also by the Ministry of Works at the new 
stationery store at Sighthill, Edinburgh—with 
notable success, as full-scale tests have 
proved. 

A further amendment imposed subsequent 
to the subrnission of the original design was 
the introduction of a _reinforced-concrete 
“helmet” or housing for the end of each 
main beam. This was to prevent encastre 
effect and was so designed that the load from 
the upper pier was transferred to the pier 
below without the aid of the ends of the 
beams. Building board ’was placed against 
each surface of the “ built-in” end fo ensure 
this condition. 


The Floor Slabs 


The floor slabs coinprise the prestressed 
ribs already described and light-weight con- 
crete filler blocks over which a laver of con- 
crete is placed in situ. The ribs rest on the 
upper flanges of the main beams and the 
filler blocks stop 20 in. from their centre 
line. The gap thus left is filled with concrete 
when the topping to the remainder of the 
floor is placed. This solid portion provides 
the compression flange of the main beams. 


The in situ filling was vibrated by an elec- 
tric hammer equipped with a suitable attach- 
ment, applied to the underside of the 
suspended formwerk. Where high concen- 
trations of loading occur on the slab itself 
the precast ribs are placed close together 
and the spaces between filled in with con- 
crete. Continuity is provided by mild-steel 
reinforcement placed over the supports. 

The depth of the floor slabs is consider- 
ably in excess of the maximum structurally 
required, owing to the fire-resistance require- 
ment of the London County Council which 
stipulated that the lower wires must be pro- 
tected by at least 2 in. of solid material, in- 
cluding the plaster finish. Side cover was 
not specified, as it was considered that the 
presence of the holiow filler blocks provided 
adequate protection. 

The existing suspended ground floor is of 
brick jack arching supported on r.s.j.s and 
cast-iron columns. Examination revealed this 
to be in excellent condition and it was, there- 
fore, retained. Suitable openings were, how- 
ever, made for the passage of the pier shafts 
passing down to the foundations. These 
latter were founded upon ballast at a depth 
similar to the existing foundation. 


Pressure Grouting Method Used 


The main beams are cast, stressed and 
grouted on the site, just below their final 
position in the structure. Thus the second- 
floor beams are cast at first-floor level and 
so on. The mix specified is a nominal 
1:14:3 with a water-cement ratio of .45, and 
a minimum cube strength of 6,000 Ib. at 
28 days (works test). Compaction is effected 
by hand-ramming and high-frequency vibra- 
tion. The formwork is lined with resin- 
bonded plywood. 

The 0.2-diameter wire provided for the 
main beam cable gave a secant E value on 
test of 28-10° and the working stress at the 
time of prestressing was 120,000, it being 
assumed that losses of 15 per cent. would 
occur due to relaxation of the steel wire, 
creep and shrinkage of the concrete. 


For the grouting of the prestressing cables 
in the main beams, the contractor elected 
to use a normal-type pressure-grouting equip- 
ment as opposed to the current practice of

introducing a “colloidal” type of grout by 
means of a centrifugal pump. 

‘rhe structure is faced with 2-in. slabs of 
Portland stone treated purely as a facing 
material. It is intended that the whole court- 
yard on the south side of the new building 
shall eventually be faced with this material 
to give improved light reflection to the new 
rooms and a pleasant appearance to the 
courtyard. 

The main contractors for the work are 
Messrs. Dove Brothers, Ltd. The prestressed 
main beams are being manufactured at the 
site by Messrs. Holland and Hannen and 
Cubitts, Ltd., the special parts and equipment 
required being provided by Stressed Concrete 
Design, Ltd. The floor units are being sup- 
plied by the Costain Concrete Company.

Your LocaL BUvuILDINGS. By Kathleen 
Harston and Elizabeth Davis. (George

THIS ADDITION to the publishers’ “ Under- 
standing the Modern World ” series is spec- 
ially designed to help young people to walk 
through the streets of their home town or 
village, or indeed any town or village, and 
read something of its history from its build- 
ings. It succeeds admirably in that aim and 
is one of the best introductions to archi- 
tecture and buildings that we have seen. 
Text and drawings (the latter by Miss Davis) 
are well related and the subject matter 
becomes alive.

TREES FOR TOWN AND Country. By Brenda

Mucu OF BRITAIN’S countryside, as well 
as many of her bomb-damaged towns, suffer 
by the absence of trees. Some local authori- 
ties, conscious of the lack of tree planting 
in recent years, have made efforts to correct 
the situation, but others have either over- 
looked the need for more trees or are insen- 
sitive to their beauty. 

If this book is successful in stimulating 
greater enthusiasm generally for tree- 
planting, it will have done a great service. 
The book has been compiled by the Asso- 
ciation for Planning and Regional Construc- 
tion. Sixty trees suitable for general culti- 
vation in Britain have been selected in co- 
operation with the Royal Botanical Gardens 
at Kew, the Institute of Landscape Archi- 
tects and the Roads Beautifying Association. 

A full-page photograph shows each tree 
in the panoply of its summer foliage and 
the accompanying descriptions include an 
account of conditions under which each tree 
can develop its full beauty. 

All the photographs, without exception, are 
superb, and the line drawings most accur-

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THE WORKING AND MISWORKING OF THE 
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TOWN AND COUNTRY PLANNING ACT, 1947*

I. INTRODUCTORY 


DURING the past 18 months the Town 

and Country Planning Act, 1947, and 
its many Orders and Regulations have 
together forcibly brought home to more 
people than ever before the fact that town 
and country planning, backed by -the sanc- 
tion of the law, has arrived in this country. 
There are many who, realising for the first 
time that town planning is here, are also 
realising that they do not like it and, accord- 
ingly, there is much talk, agitation and 
passing of trenchant resolutions about an 
Act which is regarded as an unjustifiable 
obstruction of, and an impertinent interfer- 
ence with, the rights and liberties of the 
individual. In short, there is a growing ten- 
dency in some quarters to “go off at the 
deep end ” abolit town and country planning 
and call for the repeal of the 1947 Act with- 
out stating clearly what (if anything) is to 
be put in its place. It is, however, essential 
that more dispassionate counsels should pre- 
vail and closer investigation of the Act be 
made before calls for sweeping repeal are 
advanced. 


In dealing with the 1947 Act, it is import- 
ant at the outset to draw a distinction 
between— 


(i) the Planning Provisions Proper of 
the Act (namely, Pts. I, II, III and IV); 


(if) the Development Charge—£300m. 
Fund provisions of the Act (namely, Pts. 
VII and VI respectively); 


(iii) the Compensation (at Existing Use 
Value) for Compulsory Purchase of Land 
provisions of the Act (namely, Pt. V); and 


(iv) the Exchequer Grants by way of 
Financial Assistance to Local Authorities 
provisions of the Act (namely, Pt. IX). 


(The foregoing items embrace all the ten 
Parts of the Act except Pt. VIII (Application 
to Special Cases) and Pt. X (Supplemental), 
but these are inter-related in one way or 
another with each of the Parts already 
specified.) 

‘Of the foregoing items numbered (i) to 
(iv) respectively, item (iv) relating to Finan- 
cial Assistance for Local Authorities, being a 
matter which concerns only the Central Gov- 
ernment and the various local authorities 
throughout the country, is not further com- 
mented upon here. 


Item (iii) relating to Compensation (on the 
basis of existing use value) for the Compul- 
sory Purchase of Land is associated both 
with the Planning Provisions of the Act and 
with the Development Charge—£300m. 
Fund provisions of the Act. There is, how- 
ever, a clear line of cleavage between item 
(i}—the Planning Provisions Proper of the 
Act, and item (ii)—the Development Charge 
—£300m. Fund provisions. While there is 
nothing especially new in principle in the 
former, the latter may be said to be so new 
as to be revolutionary. Indeed, while this 
Act has on more than one occasion and in 
more than one quarter been referred to as a 
revolutionary Act of Parliament, it may be 
remembered that the revolution is not so

much in its planning provisions as in its 
development charge provisions. 


II. PLANNING PROVISIONS 


As the Planning Provisions of the Act (as 
already stated) do not contain . anything 
which is greatly new in principle, those who 
call for a sweeping repeal of the Act are, 
so far as the Act relates to planning proper, 
asking for the clock to be put back to 1909. 
The short fact is that this country is already 
committed, and has been now for over 40 
years, to the idea of land planning or control 
of the use to which the land in the country 
may be put. The sanction of the law was 
given to this idea in 1909 and there have been 
successive Acts of Parliament dealing with 
the subject. The planning provisions of the 
1947 Act are a welding togethe: of the best 
of the planning provisions of the Town and 
Country Planning Act, 1932, and the Town 
and Country Planning (Interim Develop- 
ment) Act, 1943. There-was never at any 
time any special outcry for the general repeal 
of either the 1932 or the 1943 Acts, and in 
so far as the 1947 Act is substantially a re- 
enactment with modifications of these two 
Acts there would appear to be no logical 
basis now for requiring its repeal. 


Requirements of Planning Authorities 


The planning provisions of the 1947 Act 
and the use which is made of them are, 
however, different matters. Local planning 
authorities have been freed by the nationali- 
sation of the development rights in all land 
(through the Development Charge—£300m. 
Fund provisions of the Act) from what was 
termed the bugbear of compensation which 
they became liable to pay if, on planning 
grounds, they refused applications for per- 
mission to carry out development or granted 
such applications subject to conditions dic- 
tated by planning requirements. This being 
so it is more than ever necessary for such 
authorities, in the first flush of their newly 
found freedom, to preserve a sense of pro- 
portion when wielding their powers under 
the Act. For example, planning permissions 
should not be refused except for good and 
sufficient reason—they should not be refused 
merely because there is a doubt as to whether 
they should be granted. Nor should they be 
granted in excessively narrow and rigid 
terms; the fact that this has been done by 
some planning authorities has already caused 
embarrassment to those who have the duty 
of valuing such grants of permission for the 
purpose of assessing development charges. 


~ Indeed, the 1947 Act having made plan- 
ning more alive than ever before not only to 
land developers but also to professional 
planners and town planning authorities, the 
feeling cannot be resisted that there has, in 
some instances, been an excess of zeal on the 
part of the planners and the planning authori- 
ties in the exercise of the powers conferred 
upon them by the Act, and it may well be 
that it is this kind of thing, rather than the 
Act itself, which has provoked a good deal 
of the criticism now being made against plan- 
ning. In other words, as far as the planning 
provisions of the Act are concerned it is pro- 
bably not the Act itself which is the cause of 
criticism so much as the technical require- 
ments which town planners are calling for 
under the authority of the Act; it is not so 
much the Act which is wrong but the use 
which is being made of the Act. In this 
connection it is relevant to remember that 
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it was stated in November last that planning 
appeals to the Minister of Town and Country 
Planning under Section 16 of the Act were 
being made at the rate of 400 per month, and 
that approximately 40 per cent. of them were 
being allowed. This is a staggering pumber 
of appeals, especially when it is remembered 
that on March 17, 1949, in his Circular 
No, 69, to all local planning authorities, the 
Minister sounded an alarm by mentioning the 
danger of the machinery of planning contro! 
unreasonably impeding development if too 
many cases went to appeal and, in the cir- 
cumstances, questioning whether the policy 
followed by local planning authorities when 
dealing with applications for planning per- 
mission might not be capable of adjustment 
or improvement in certain directions. 


It may be, of course, that shortage of land 
in this densely populated country renders 
the technical requirements of the planners 
increasingly necessary. A lawyer is not 
necessarily the best person to express Views 
on the technical requirements of land plan- 
ning, but he is entitled to draw attention to 
the fact that if it is the technical requirements 
of planning experts which are causing the 
trouble (and it is submitted that there is 
much to be said on this score), it is no use 
blaming this on the provisions of the Act 
of Parliament unless, of course, one is going 
so far as to say that such provisions should 
not exist at all in any form whatsoever, 
which would be (as has been mentioned) to 
put the clock back to 1909. 


“ Development” and the Use Classes Order, 
1948 


Apart from criticisms which, it is sub- 
mitted, arise, on examination, not from the 
Act itself but from the use which is being 
made of the Act, the definition of 
“development” needs circumscribing so 
that many changes of use of frequent 
occurrence and modest (yet material) pre 
portions are put clearly and unmistakat 
outside the definition. Much doubt < 
prevails as to what constitutes developr 
(e.g., as to the making of an internal n 
of communication between two ac 
buildings), and this is causing irritati 
annoyance—a sense of being planne 
nth degree—and is tending to br’ 
ning into disrepute.

Development by or Government 


Departments 
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for special mention 
that is development 
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either by or under the aegis of Departments 
of the Central Government is technically 
free from planning control. No doubt 
consultations with the Ministry of Town and 
Country Planning take place, but there are 
those who think that the Ministry of Town 
and Country Planning still does not speak 
on equal terms with other Ministries, and 
in this connection the fact is to be noted 
that the Ministers of Health, of Agriculture 
and ‘Fisheries, and of Education, and the 
President of the Board of Trade, each have 
2 seat in the Cabinet, whereas the Minister 
cf Town and Country Planning has not.* 
Under the Minister of Town and Country 
Planning Act, 1943, which created him, the 
Minister of Town and Country Planning 
was “charged with the duty of securing 
consistency and continuity in the framing 
and execution of a national policy with 
respect to the use and development of land.” 
There are many conflicting and competing 
iaterests for such land as is available in this 
tight little island and often conflicts occur 
as a result of the “ land-spending” require- 
ments of Government Departments. It is 
a maddening thought to a private individual 
who finds his own development most 
severely controlled under the 1947 Act to 
ciscover that public development by Govern- 
rent Departments, statutory undertakers and 


local authorities is, theoretically, free, under _ 


the strict letter of the Act, from any such 
control and is, in practice, subjected to an 
ex gratia mode of control which is regarded 
as insufficient. 


Public Development—Private Development 


In these days much development, formerly 
carried out on a private basis, is carried out 
on a public basis by Government Depart- 
ments or nationalised industries. It is a 
sobering thought that over the development 
of local authority housing estates, hospitals, 
sewerage works and waterworks (being under 
the control of the Minister of Health), over 
trunk roads, omnibus depots and railway 
stations and their appurtenances (being 
under the control of the Minister of Trans- 
port), over gas-works, electricity power 
stations (being under the control of the 
Minister of Fuel and Power), over telephone 
poles, installations and exchanges (being 
under the control of the Postmaster- 
General), over airports (being under the con- 
trol of the Minister of Civil Aviation) and 
over Naval and Military establishments of 
all kinds, planning control can, in the ulti- 
mate analysis, be circumvented. 


It is sometimes suggested, of course, that 
Government Departments know all that there 
is to know about the requirements of good 
planning and. accordingly that planning 
control by law is in their cases unnecessary. 
This, however, is not so. Government 
Departments suffer from the same human 
frailties as inflict private individuals, and on 
occasion have sought to carry out develop- 
ment on land which was satisfactory from, 
for example, a pecuniary point of view, but 
not so satisfactory, in the estimation of 
planners well qualified to judge, from a 
town planning point of view. One can 
recall arguments about the location of 
electricity power stations and of housing 
estates, and can remember the vigorous 
opposition put up in such cases by local 
planning authorities against the carrying out 
of development by Government Depart-

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ments on sites the suitability of which from 
a town planning point of view was much 
to be doubted. 
The Questionable Principle of Designa- 

tion for Compulsory Purchase 

One further matter associated with the 
planning provisions proper of the Act may 
be mentioned. 
land may be designated in a development 
plan as subject to compulsory acquisition 
provided the acquisition is likely to take 
place within ten years (or seven years in 
the case of agricultural land). Even after 
designation has taken place it is necessary 
for a Compulsory Purchase Order to be 
made as and when the time for the actual 
acquisition of the land arrives. The principle 
of designating land as being liable to 
compulsory purchase is derived from the 
Town and Country Planning Act, 1944, 
under which the idea was that a large area 
of land might be designated “ at one blow” 
(as it were) in a single Declaratory Order 
as liable to compulsory purchase, and then 
be followed at later stages by piecemeal 
acquisition by way of successive Compulsory 
Purchase Orders. 


The whole theory of the Declaratory 
Order procedure under the 1944 Act, and 
the Designation in a Development Plan 
procedure under the 1947 Act, is that the 
single public inquiry into the Declaratory 
Order or the Development Plan (as the case 
might be) would.tend to shorten the argu- 
ments as and when the individual Compul- 
sory Purchase Orders for the piecemeal 
acquisitions came to be made. In practice, 
and speaking from the local authorities’ point 
of view, it is doubtful whether there is any 
substantial saving of either time or argument 
by these methods. On the other hand, 
it may well be urged from the private land- 
owners’ point of view that the undoubted 
uncertainty as to whether designated land 
will ultimately be compulsorily acquired 
might hang, like the Sword of Damocles, 
over a plot of land for as long as ten 
years, and that this leaves something to 
be desired. 

It is felt that the benefits which accrue 
from this practice of designation are not so 
good in fact as they were expected to be 
when the theory was first advanced under 
the 1944 Act, and that, accordingly, the 
practice now needs reconsideration. It 
would appear to be contrary to public 
policy that land which a local authority 
may or may not ultimately acquire should 
nevertheless have the possibility of compul- 
sory acquisition associated with it for as 
long as ten years with the result that during 
that period the land becomes: in effect 
inalienable. 


Ill. DEVELOPMENT CHARGES 
It is in the matter of development charges 
that the Act breaks entirely new ground, 
and the development charge provisions are 
those mainly responsible for the word 
Peace ” having been applied to the 
ct. 


The Theory of the Development Charge 

A development charge is a tax on develop- 
ment carried out since the appointed day. 
It is not supposed to make deve'opment more 
costly because what is spent on paying the 
development charge to the Central Land 
Board is, in theory, saved on acquiring, after 
July 1, 1948, and at its existing use value 
the land for accommodating the develop- 
ment. 


Under s. 5 of the Act. 
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In the case of development carried out on 
land which was already owned by the 
developer on July 1, 1948, the only thing to 
set off against the development charge will 
be the problematical claim on the £300m. 
Fund which the developer has, provided 
he has already lodged his claim in due 
form. Whereas, however, a development 
charge represents 100 per cent. of the increase 
in the value of the land by virtue of the 
development, a proved and valid claim on 
the £300m. Fund for loss of development 
value may have to be satisfied with a pay- 
ment out of the fund which represents some- 
thing less than 100 per cent. of the develop- 
ment value which has been lost to the State 
by the coming into force of the Act. 


Flexible Charges—Rigid Charges 
It will be remembered that w 

was debated in Parliament it = a 
behalf of the Government that a free hand in 
the levying of development charges should 
be allowed to the Central Land Board, so 
that 80 per cent., 90 per cent. or 100 per cent 
might be levied in the case of development 
being carried out in one place, but only 
40 per cent., 50 per cent., or 60 per cent. 
charged if the same development were carried 
out in another place. However, when the 
Town and Country Planning (Development 
Charge) Regulations, 1948, were made it 
was clear that second thoughts had prevailed 
and the Central Land Board was given no 
discretion as to the amount of the develop- 
ment charge which it could impose in any 
particular case. The charge, if payable at 
all, had always to be 100 per cent. of the 
increase in value due to development. 
Experience is showing that the 100 per cent. 
development charge destroys the land owner’s 
incentive either to develop his land himself 
or to sell his land for the purpose of allowing 
somebody else to develop it. 


The Incentive to Develop Land 


If the developer already owned the land o 
July 1, 1948, he may be expected to think 
twice before he develops it and thereby incurs 
the liability of 100 per cent. development 
charge against which all that he can set off is 
his claim on the £300m. Fund, he himself 
(be it remembered) having bought the land 
before July 1, 1948, at its full market value 
and, moreover, in order to enable him to do 
so, having perhaps raised a mortgage upon it 
of substantial proportions. 


In considering the position of 
man it should also be remembered that if he 
did buy land at some date before July 1 
1948, and paid for it the full market value as 

good building land ripe for immediate 
development ” (that is to say, a value which 
includes not only the existing use value of 
the land but also its development value as 
good building land), and if, in addition to 
purchasing the land at the full market value 
he also raised on the land a mortgage of an 
amount considerably in excess of the existing 
use value of the land—it is only fair to 
remember in such a case that in doing all 
these things that man (and, it may be added 
the mortgagee who lent the money) was 
only doing what the law allowed. 


It is appreciated that it may be argued tha 
such a man, naving bought his land at full 
market value in accordance with what the 
law allowed, did not thereby acquire the right 
to develop the land as he pleased. The 
Uthwatt Final Report, Cmd. 6386, made 
reference (vide paras. 32, 33, 34, 35 and 36) 
to the fact that an owner of land is not 
entitled by reason of his ownership to develop 
his land as he pleases, and to the further fact 
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that where the State limits the use which an 
owner may make of his property, but does 
not deprive him of ownership, no claim for 
compensation lies at common law. The 
Report, however, went on (para. 32) to add 
that cases exist where this common law 
‘ principle is modified by statute and provision 
is made for payment of compensation. But 
be this as it may, it is notorious that 
before the Act all land suitable for develop- 
ment always changed hands at prices con- 
siderably in excess of existing use value and 
thousands of people who bought land 
certainly bought it with the idea that their 
ownership gave them the right to change its 
use subject to bye-laws andsubject to planning 
control, but without the need of having to 
pay a further sum to acquire the right to 
change its use. 


The Incentive to Sell Land 

Again, if a man owned land on July 1, 
1948, and, because he does not wish to face 
what is going to be 100 per cent. development 
charge if he develops it himself, contemplates 
selling the land, he may find that a prospective 
purchaser does not want to pay more than 
the existing use value of the land, because he, 
the prospective purchaser, knows that when 
he comes to develop the land he will have to 
pay 100 per cent. development charge. 
Such a landowner will again find that all 
he has to set off against the loss which he 
makes if he sells his land at existing use value 
is his claim on the £300m. Fund. Accordingly 
he has no incentive to sell his land. 


In strict theory the imposition of the 
100 per cent. development charge is, of course, 
the logical outcome of the vesting in the State 
of the whole (ie., 100 per cent.) of the 
development rights in land, but here is 
another case in which practice and theory 
vary and the important thing to remember 
is that if, for one reason or another, the 
principle of the 100 per cent. development 
charge is a principle which tends to dis- 
courage development, then it is something 
which requires review whether or not it is a 
principle which neatly conforms with the re- 
quirements of a theory which works well on 
paper but breaks down in practice. 

It is true that much development for which 
planning permission has been granted and 
development charges assessed is being held 
up because, owing to the exigencies of the 
times, the appropriate building licence cannot 
be obtained. It is, however, doubtful if 
lack of building licences and lack of 
materials is the complete answer to the con- 
tention the 100 per cent. development charge 
tends to discourage development and the 
acceptance by the person undertaking the 
development of the risks and hazards in- 
separably associated with it. The buying 
and selling of land is often a prerequisite of 
the carrying out of development, and the 
Central Land Board themselves, in their First 
Annual Report for the period ending March 
31, 1949, stated that “much building land 
has been taken off the market or is available 
only to purchasers who will pay the full 
development value,” and that “the Board 
will continue to watch the position closely.” 
It will be interesting to see what observations 
on this particular point are contained in the 
next report of the Central Land Board. 


Effect of Lack of Incentives 

The sterilising effect of the lack of any 
incentive to sell or develop land is also shown 
by the fact that, since the autumn of 1948, 
the Central Land Board had received, accord- 
ing to the Lord Chancellor, speaking in the 
House of Lords on November 16, 1949 
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(House of Lords, Official Report, vol. 165, 
No. 124, col. 761), 11,000 applications for 
help in obtaining land at existing use value. 
Out of this number, however, the Board had 
felt it appropriate to act in only eleven cases. 
On these figures it has been calculated 
that a prospective vendor of land ought to 
be able to insure himself against the risk of 
action by the Central Land Board at a 
premium of about .1 per cent. (On 
February 3, 1950, a Central Land Board 
Press notice stated. “The Board have now 
made thirteen Compulsory Purchase 
Orders.”’) 


The short fact of the matter is, of course, 
that no amount of compulsory purchase by 
the Central Land Board or local authorities 
can adequately compensate for the loss of 
incentive for the private individual either to 
sell or develop land which the 100 per cent. 
development charge brings about. A 
development charge, at, say, 80 per cent. 
(as was suggested in para. 16 (e) of the 
White Paper on The Control of Land Use, 
Cmd. 6537), or 75 per cent. (as was men- 
tioned in connection with a proposed levy on 
site values in para. 31t of the Uthwatt Final 
Report, Cmd. 6386) of the increase in value, 
would help to restore the position and is 
something which might now be reconsidered 
in the light of recent experience and 
information. 


Need for Appeals against Assessmnent of 

Development Charge 

The method of assessing development 
charges has caused much criticism, especially 
when note is taken of some of the very large 
figures first put forward as the proposed 
assessment and then, after a deal of argu- 
ment, the very small figures ultimately agreed 
as the appropriate charge. If the original 


figures had any relationship to reality. the. 


final figures must be wrong. There must, 
of course, always be room for argument, 
bargaining, higgling, or whatever term is 
applied to the negotiation of a development 
charge, but the first figures and the final 
figures should bear some relationship to each 
other and not be, as they have been in some 
cases, poles apart. It is this gross disparity 
in some instances between the figures at the 
beginning and at the end of the arguments 
that has led to uncertainty and a lack of 
confidence in the system and when it is re- 
membered that there is no appeal against the 
amount assessed by way of development 
charge, the lack of confidence and distaste 
for the whole system is increased more than 
ever. 


If it is correct that there should be a right 
of appeal (as there is) in connection with the 
amount fixed as the development value of a 
plot of land for the purpose of a claim on 
the £300m. Fund, then it would appear also 
to be both correct and logical that there 
should be a similar right of appeal on the 
assessment of a development charge. Such a 
right of appeal would help to restore con- 
fidence in the system at present operating 
for the assessment of development charges. 


IV. CONCLUSION 

The conclusion (very briefly stated) which 
is reached as a result of such survey of the 
1947 Act as is possible in the space available 
for this article—the object of which is to 
stimulate further discussion and consideration 
of the points here mentioned, the article 
itself not professing for one moment to deal 
exhaustively with either the working or the 
misworking of this Act—is that, on the 
whole and subject to points made earlier, 
the planning provisions of the Act work or 
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(with a little restraint on the part of the 
planners) can be made to do so, but that al! 
is not well with the development charge 
provisions, which accordingly need looking 
into at an early date. 

By way of general commentary on the 
present position of land-planning it is sub- 
mitted that as between planning and develop- 
ment the scales are overweighted at the 
moment in favour of planning. What is 
required is the striking of a more statesman- 
like balance between the idealistic needs 
of land-planning and the realistic require- 
ments of land-development. ~ 

Planning on paper is one thing; getting 
development going on a given site is another. 
About a year ago the author wrote elsewhere 
—‘“ Anything in the nature of a dictatorial 
attitude towards the initiative and enterprise 
of any enthusiastic developer will have to be 
avoided at all costs, because if this Act needs 
a large number of planners to make it work 
(and it does) it certainly needs a very much 
larger number of enthusiastic developers ‘to 
make it the success which it ought to be.” 
There will be no ‘enthusiastic developers so 
long as the 100 per cent. development charge 
persists. And if there are no enthusiastic 
developers it is idle to rely on the local 
authorities to “step in” and do the develop- 
ment themselves. The compulsory purchase 
and redevelopment powers of local authori- 
ties under this Act are appreciated (and even 
understood), but if planning is not to be the 
dictatorship which, in unenlightened hands it 
could so easily become, these powers should 
be used with discretion and reserve and not 
as a principal method of getting development 
under way. In any event, development is 
often a specialised subject and no local 
authority can carry out all the varying sorts 
and kinds of development now required 
without transforming itself into a kind of 
semi-qualified jack-of-all-trades. - 

Accordingly, a sympathetic understanding 
of the need for town and country planning 
needs to be cultivated in the minds of all the 
individual land-developers who can be found, 
and this (in the writer’s view) calls, on the 
one hand, for what has been termed a 
humane administration of the Act (that is 
to say, a careful, discreet and judicious 
use of the planning provisions proper of the 
Act) and, on the other hand, some relief 
from the harsh effects of the full 100 per cent. 
development charge. All planners like 
planning; the need of the times is to get the 
developers to like it. This savours of the 
platitude, but it expresses, nevertheless, a 
consummation never so devoutly to be 
wished as now. 


MANAGEMENT COURSE

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PLANNING A CANADIAN 
SALES CAMPAIGN 


A British Manufacturer’s Experience 


The following experiences in planning a 


sales campaign in Canada for earth-moving 


‘quipment have been contributed to the

Priestman, managing director of Priest- 
nan Bros., Ltd., of Hull. 


\ JE manufacture a range of earth-nfoving 

equipment, a field in which the U.S.A. 
1as been pre-eminent for over half a 
century, and have recently tackled the 
It has been suggested 
hat a note of some of our experiences 
might be useful and encouraging to other 
British firms in similar lines of business who 
ire also undertaking, or considering whether 
'o undertake, the same experiment. 


British manufacturers of our type of 
nachines have developed very largely their 
ywn designs to suit home and overseas con- 
ditions, and though the American influence 
1as been felt it might be said that British 
machinery had evolved a style of its own, 
which had proved acceptable and highly 
narketable in at least three of the world’s 
continents. A tariff and devaluation advan- 
tage made it possible to consider com- 
peting with the American products, and we 
made plans therefore to demonstrate two 
of our machines in two of the more highly 
industrial areas of the Dominion; in con- 
nection with these demonstrations a full 
survey of the market was to be carried out 
by two senior members of the company. 


For a number of reasons it was decided 
to hold the first demonstration in Vancouver 
on the west coast. Psychologically we 
believed this to be a good move, as there 
is abundant goodwill towards British 
products in British Columbia, and there is 
a sensitive feeling of disappointment that 
many British manufacturers spend almost 
all their available business time in the east 
and rarely have more than a few days in 
the west except to make anything but the 
briefest of visits. We spent nearly a fort- 
night in Vancouver talking to as many con- 
tractors and distributors as possible, so that 
we might get a fair idea of the problems 
of the market we were trying to enter. 
During this period we were able to hold 
our demonstration on a suitable site outside 
the town, and as much publicity as possible 
was given to the event. In arranging this 
we learnt that Canadian distributors have 
little idea of import procedure and regu- 
lations, especially by sea, and that this must 
be allowed for in arranging for such a trial. 
At the same time any estimates of the 
arrival of the machinery should be extended 
by at least a week to allow for the ship’s 
delay and Customs clearance. We have 
recently been told that six weeks is the 
time to allow for transporting machinery 
from Vancouver to Calgary, a distance of 
approximately 650 miles. 


A similar demonstration was held three 
weeks later in Toronto. and further delays 
were experienced in transporting § the 
machine from the Port of St. John to 
Toronto, and finally clearing the Customs. 
This procedure took over two weeks. 


From these two demonstrations we 
learned a number of things: that Canadians 
like “to meet the Boss”; that they must 
be given an opportunity of seeing the 
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product; that Canadians will only be im- 
pressed if they see your machine doing a 
really tough job; that they pay a lot of 
attention to outside appearances and like 
smooth-flowing lines to knife-edge corners; 
that they will inevitably compare English 
machinery with their American equivalents 
and will probably be suspicious of anything 
that does not generally conform to Ameri- 
can practice; that they expect prompt and 
efficient service from local distributors and 
must be given evidence of a British firm’s 
intention of keeping them fully and 
adequately supplied with replacement parts. 
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This is probably one of the greatest factors 
responsible for the sales resistance of pros- 
pective buyers to British products. 


These are observations of which we are 
not only taking note but are in many cases 
taking action in order to make’ our products 
more saleable. Modifications will be made 
in our designs, so that next year we shall 
approach the market with greater confidence 
and what we believe will be a more widely 
acceptable machine. 


It is now a truism to state that the Cana- 
dian market can only be tackled successfully 
by first-hand investigation of sales and mar- 
keting technique and a thorough apprecia- 
tion of the high standard of service (equal 
to the American example) that is expected 
of British manufacturers of contractors’ 
plant; but it is impossible to over-emphasise 
these points, as they have so frequently been 
neglected by British exporters in the past, 
to such an extent that there is still a feel- 
ing among many Canadians that British firms 
are only “playing” with their market, in- 
stead of tackling it as a carefully thought out 
plan of campaign. 


We believe that we were right in planning 
our first stage with almost as much care as 
one would plan a military operation, and 
have learned a lot by listening to Canadians 
telling us of their problems and requirements. 

If there is to be one lesson that this visit 
has brought home to us, it is that the North 
American market deserves an attention and 
approach as clear-headed as that evolved 
during the last World War when the Allies. 
were formulating their plans for attacking 
the “Fortress of Europe.” Canadians 
won't simply buy British because they are 
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urged to do so—though there is a greater 
appreciation of the dollar problem in the 
Prairie Provinces where it directly affects the 
farming community than in Ontario and 
Quebec where British goods often directly 
compete with those of Canadian manufac- 
ture. 

We are applying these lessons and have 
been encouraged by the results of our initial 
drive to look to Canada as providing a new 
and growing outlet for our equipment. The 
keenness of the competition and the discern- 
ing buying habits of Canadians are likely 
to make our products more acceptable in 
other world markets where American de- 
signs and influence predominate. 

One final word of thanks needs to be ex- 
pressed to the United Kingdom Trade Com- 
missioners and their staffs, who offered help- 
ful advice to us in many a difficult situation. 
In fact, we are directly indebted to one par- 
ticular Commissioner for finding us a com- 
petent agent on the west coast when none 
seemed possible. For this and other services 
we shall always be grateful. 


PLANT FOR PRESTRESSING 
CONCRETE 


M.O.W. National Building Study 


Information of use to manufacturers 
taking up the production of prestressed 
precast concrete is contained in “ Piant for 
Prestressing Concrete,"* which describes 
some of the special ‘appliances used by the 
Ministry of Works in development work on 
the manufacture of these building com- 
ponents. In the course of this work the 
technical staff of the Ministry encountered 
many practical problems connected with the 
operations of straining the wires, casting, 
vibrating and compacting the concrete, and 
curing the cast products. Some of these 
problems could only be solved by inventing 
new and special appliances. Many of these 
devices are important contributions to the 
practice of a new industry. 

Two methods were employed in the 
Ministry’s programme of manufacture: Pre- 
tensioning, where the high tensile steel wire 
is stressed before the concrete is cast; and 
post-tensioning, where the wire is stressed 
after the concrete has hardened and is kept 
taut by means of permanent anchorages. The 
apparatus for keeping wires under stress 
differs in the two methods, but some of 
those described can be used in either process. 
In the first, tensioning is obtained by anchor- 
ing the wires at each end of the straining 
bed or at each end of a mound which then 
acts as a Strut. The concrete is cast, 
vibrated and cured before the wires are 
released. In the second method, the wires are 
strained against the cured concrete unit, and 
neither a long straining bed nor a heavy 
mould is needed. 

Illustrations and descriptions are given of 
an experimental straining bed for pre- 
tensioning; and of eight types of wire grip- 
ping devices. These are of two main sorts: 
static and quick releasing. They can be 
classified (according to the principle on which 
they work) as wedge, cam or clamp type. 
The characteristics of each type, and the 
functions, are indicated. Included also are 
methods and equipment for wire-tensioning; 
apparatus for stress determination; and for 
vibrating and compacting. Difficulties ex- 
perienced in stress determination and in 
vibration are discussed.

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BROADENING TECHNICAL 
EDUCATION 


‘* Building Trades Employers Must Help ” 


is Most sections of the building industry 

are becoming increasingly aware of 
the need to broaden the technical and 
managerial training and education at techni- 
cal colleges and schools so as to ensure the 
highest standard of industrial efficiency,” 
said Mr. D. E. Woopsine ParISH, vice- 
President of the London Master Builders’ 
Association, at the September meeting of 
Central Area No. 2, held in the Horse Shoe 
Restaurant, Tottenham Court-road, under 
the chairmanship of Mr. A. Pond. “ But that 
awareness is only the first step in the pro- 
cess of understanding the scope and extent 
of the problem involved,” he added. 

“ There is no doubt,” said Mr. Woodbine 
Parish, “ that in the training offered in the 
past there has been an undue emphasis upon 
purely technical subjects, and it is only of 
recent years that training for management 
and foremanship, has found its way into the 
curricula of some of the technical colleges 
and schools providing courses for the build- 
ing industry. 

“The successful expansion of this form 
of training so urgently needed at the pre- 
sent time depends almost entirely upon the 
enthusiasm and efforts of the building trades 
employers. It requires their willingness to 
co-operate wholeheartedly with the educa- 
tional authorities in selecting and encourag- 
ing suitable candidates for training, and, 
during the initial stages, in affording every 
possible assistance in the provision of cap- 
able lecturers, trainers and discussion group 
leaders from among their staffs to conduct

these new courses, because it is essentiall, 
practical and not theoretical instruction that 
is required. 

“The National Federation is constantl, 
trying to establish far closer liaison between 
its members and technical colleges through- 
out the country so as to co-ordinate the joint 
responsibility of employers and education- 
alists in dealing with this matter. 

“Considerable progress has already been 
made in the establishment of courses of 
foremanship training, but it will require time 
and patience to institute and develop on 
satisfactory lines the various forms of 
managerial training required by such a com- 
plex and diverse industry as building. 

“ The results of the empiric work already 
undertaken are very encouraging, and I am 
confident that, provided building trade 
employers are prepared to realise the import- 
ance and urgency of the matter, and give 
an enlightened lead to all in their employ- 
ment, a steady improvement in general 
supervision and administration in the indus- 
try will result.” 


FOREMANSHIP TRAINING 
COURSES 


Winter Session Arrangements 


A COURSE in general foremanship will be 
held at Wandsworth Technical College on 
one evening a week throughout the coming 
session. The course is intended as a pre- 
liminary to that now being held at Brixton 
and Hammersmith Schools of Building and 
conforms to the recommendations of the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers. The fee for the course is £1 
and details are obtainable from the Princi- 
pal of the college, Wandsworth High-street, 
S.W.18. 

It is proposed to institute at the Croydon 
Polytechnic, Selhurst-road, S.E.25, commenc- 
ing on October 5, a discussion group for the 
benefit of building supervisors which will be 
open to the foremen and supervisors both of 
contracting and maintenance firms. The 
subjects to be covered are: A survey of 
the duties and responsibilities of foremen 
and supervisors in relation to mensuration 
and surveying, building practice, site planning 
and organisation, site administration, person- 
nel management and welfare. 

The Croydon Polytechnic is also starting 
a course in foremanship on similar lines to 
those which are at present in progress at 
other technical schools in London. 


USE OF PAINT 
Economy Recommendations Withdrawn 


The Ministry of Health has informed local 
authorities that as linseed oil is no longer 
subject to control and as paint is in free 
supply, it has been decided to withdraw all 
recommendations made by the Government 
for economy in the use of paint for build- 
ing construction and maintenance. As 
regards housing authorities, the Paint Supple- 
ments to M.o.H. Circular 76/46, dated April 
10, 1946, should now be cancelled. 

The Ministry adds that a new edition of 
the Handbook of British Standards for 
Building Materials and Components (B.S. 
Handbook No. 3, 1950) has been issued by 
the British Standards Institution. Whilst 
the Handbook is basically related to housing, 
its contents cover British Standards for all 
types of building.. Copies may be obtained, 
price 25s., post free, from the British Stand- 
ards Institution, 24/28, Victoria-street, Lon- 
don, S.W.1.

THE BUILDING PROGRAMME 


L.M.B.A. President’s Advice: ‘‘ Get on 
with it” 


& PEAKING at a meeting of his Northern 
Area in Hendon last Wednesday on the 
yutlook for the building industry in the light 
of the growing rearmament programme, the 
President of the London Master Builders’ 
Association, Mr. R. R. CostTain, C.B.E., 
nade a strong plea to builders, employers 
ind operatives alike to concentrate on the job 
n hand and not allow themselves to be dis- 
racted by wars and rumours of wars. 


“Our present duty is clear,’ said Mr. 
Costain. “We get on with the job. We 
rave 200,000 houses to build this year, next 
ear and the year after, apart from factories, 
schools, hospitals, and all the rest of it. 
That is quite a sizeable programme. Not as 
vig, perhaps, as some of us would like it to 
be, but quite big enough to keep us, with 
our present resources, going at very consider- 
ible pressure. 


“We cannot afford, therefore, to waste 
‘ime speculating on what may or may not be 
the rearmament programme next year. That 
s the Government’s job. If they want us to 
witch to the making of munitions factories, 
ve shall switch, but until we get new march- 
ing orders, let us get on with the present 
programme and complete it up to time. 


““ As I have emphasised before, and never 
tire of emphasising, the better we work and 
the quicker we work, the greater is our 
chance of persuading the Government to in- 
crease the size of the programme it allocates 
to the building industry and the higher will 
be the standing of that industry in the eyes 
of our ultimate masters, the Great British 
Public.” 


BUILDING RESEARCH 
L.M.B.A. Visit to Watford 


MemBerS of the L.M.B.A. Administrative 
Committee, headed by the President, paid a 
visit to the Ministry of Works Building 
Research Station at Garston, Watford, last 
week to see the extent of the research which 
is actually being carried on by the Ministry 
of Works. 


For several months past, the L.M.B.A. has 
had a Research Committee at work trying to 
find ways and means to bring to the know- 
ledge of members the vast amount of active 
research into building methods which, one 
way and another, is being carried out. The 
purpose of the visit to Watford was to let 
the L.M.B.A.’s Administrative Committee 
see what is being done. The visit began with 
an address by the Director, Dr. F. M. Lea, 
on the work of the Research Station. This 
includes research into the structure of 
materials, foundations, heating, lighting and 
acoustics, and there is close co-operation 
between it and the Building Standards Insti- 
tution, and the other Ministries interested in 
building. The party was entertained to lunch 
in the canteen, and afterwards did a tour of 
the laboratories under the guidance of Mr. 
A. D. Cowper. 


All the members of the Committee, some 
of whom had previously visited the Station, 
were greatly interested in the ‘work that is 
being done at Watford, and it is hoped to 
irrange visits for parties of L.M.B.A. mem- 
ders to go over the Station. 
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FOREMEN AND EMPLOYERS 
L.B.F.A. Ladies’ Festival 


THE suggestion that some employers would 

be well advised to “look a little 
deeper ” into their dealings with their general 
foremen, was made by Mr. D. F. Cox, vice- 
president, L.M.B.A., when he spoke at the 


annual Ladies’ Festival dinner of the London’ 


Builders’ Foremen’s Association which was 
held at the Connaught Rooms, Holborn, on 
September 23. The chairman was Mr. G. 
Winstanley, president, L.B.F.A. 

In proposing the toast of “ The L.B.F.A. 
and its President,” Mr. Cox recalled the 
formation of the L.B.F.A. 30 years ago and 
said that it was even more important to-day 
that the co-operation then envisaged between 
employers and foremen should continue to be 
fostered and strengthened in every way. The 
general foreman occupied a position in the 
building industry which became more and 
more onerous. 

Mr. Cox went on to say that he believed 
that employers (he was one himself) did not 
always give their general foremen the con- 
sideration to which they were entitled. He 
drew a comparison between a general fore- 
man and a sturdy oak tree and declared: 
“Like an oak tree our general foremen 
stand firm and foursquare to the winds of 
adversity that beat upon them on our con- 
tracts. 

“Many of them, I am glad and grateful! 
to say, grow old, if not gnarled, in our ser- 
vice, but I must admit that, like the lonely 
oak tree which over many, many years 
moulds itself into and becomes a part of the 
landscape, and thus escapes very often our 
direct and immediate notice, so we are apt 
sometimes to overlook the devotion to duty 
and the value of service which you give us. 

“In saying this,” continued Mr. Cox, “ let 
it not be imagined that I am holding myself 
or my fellow-employers up for criticism: 
rather do I make the statement out of an 
affectionate and earnest regard for all of you 
who serve us so well, and as a gentle hint 
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that some of us at least would be well ad- 
vised to look a little deeper into our deal- 
ings with you individually. 

“So far as you are concerned collectively, 
this year we have taken a very great step 
in the direction I have indicated. There are 
several first-class organisations for general 
foremen and clerks of works, but it has 
always been a matter of regret to my Asso- 
ciation that they have lacked co-ordination of 
effort and intention. I know that my presi- 
dent regards the London Regional Council of 
Builders’ Foremen and Clerks of Works as a 
step forward of the greatest importance in 
regard to our mutual relations with obvious 
advantage to our industry. I look upon that 
body as one which will be in a position to 
discuss with us authoritatively matters of 
mutual interest.” 

Mr. Cox said that the relations of the 
general foreman with his employer should be 
founded on good will and respect, and to 
suggest that these needed any precise defini- 
tion on paper would, he thought, be detri- 
mental to that spirit which must exist 
between them. There were, of course, certain 
canons of relationship which should, and in- 
deed must, be observed, but he hoped that 
it would never be found necessary to attempt 
to define their relations beyond that broad 
basis. 

Mr. Winstanley, responding to the toast, 
said that it pleased him to hear Mr. Cox 
acknowledge the important position which 
the foreman held in the industry to-day and 
to know that, generally, there was no longer 
any coolness of feeling between him and his 
employer. While, however, he appreciated 
the willingness which employers had already 
shown in co-operating with the L.B.F.A., he 
wanted to secure their further support to the 
setting up of boards of junior foremen whose 
members would be able to visit sites and also 
to study the negotiations which took place 
before building operations actually began. 


IN PARLIAMENT 
Timber Imports 

On September 19, Mr. HurpD asked the 
President of the Board of Trade if he was 
satisfied with the proportion of the timber 
now coming from the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics which was suitable for 
house construction; and how the cost, c.i.f., 
of this timber compared with the price asked 
for comparable Swedish supplies which the 
Timber Control declined to buy. 

Mr. HAROLD WILSON said that in reply to 
the first part of the question, the timber 
bought from the U.S.S.R. included, as must 
all major contracts, types required for many 
uses in this country. He was satisfied that 
the proportion suitable for house construction 
was most satisfactory. The answer to the 
second part of the question was that the 
Swedish prices asked seven or more months 
ago were f.o.b., and no specific quantity of 
timber was attached to them. If current 
freight rates from Sweden were added to 
these prices, the result would be lower 
than the c.i.f. price of Russian softwood, 
since freight rates from Russia had, for 
obvious reasons, increased steeply within 
recent weeks. 

On September 19, Mr. NIGEL FISHER asked 
the President of the Board of Trade whether, 
in view of the fact that timber scantlings 
most suitable for houses were 2 in. by 7 in., 
2 in. by 4 in. and 2 in. by 3 in., he would 
state what proportion of timber in the 
Russian contract conformed to these sizes. 

Mr. WILSON said it was not the practice to 
disclose details of the Timber Control’s 
contracts. 
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BUILDING CONTROL 
From a Correspondent 


LAST WEEK I came across an example of 
the way the Ministry of Town and Country 
Planning is perpetuating slums. An ex- 
Service man is living, to-day, in a Nissen hut 
on a former R.A.F. camp. The hut is one 
of the mushroom growths of the war with 
a thin tin external walling, which is now so 
much rusted away that the light shines 
through. Rats are frequent visitors, for 
colonies thrived on the bread thrown into 
the local ditches by airmen from 1941 to 
1945. His children’s clothing is frequently 
soaked by condensation and by rain which 
enters through holes in the roof and walls. 

This man is earning £12 a week or more as 
a highly-skilled mechanic. He has his own 
car, which he garages in a temporary shack 
which he has been allowed by the local 
council to erect on a patch of ground close 
by. He has the offer of some land at one 
end of the local village, where there is a 
frontage on a main road and water and elec- 
tric light facilities are available. Within 
200 yards of this site, on which he 
wishes to build his own house, are a num- 
ber of “ prefabs” and permanent Council 
houses. 

Early this year “he sent to the Ministry 
of Town and Country Planning plans in 
quintuplicate, and after several months’ delay 
has been refused permission to build. The 
reason given is that the Ministry has decided 
to develop one end of the village before 
the other. 

It is difficult to believe that Mr. Dalton 
would wish to prevent a man getting his 
family out of a hut which is not suitable 
for children, and building his own home. 
The Government control, in this and many 
other cases, is putting the dead hand on indi- 
vidual enterprise.

Houses for Policemen

Operatives’ Initials on New Buildings 

To encourage a sense of pride in achieve 
ment, Coventry City Council have agreed 
with Messrs. Higgs and Hill, Ltd., now build- 
ing Block ‘“‘ B”—the first of the city’s per- 
manent buildings in the new city centre— 
that the initials of all operatives working 
satisfactorily for 12 months or more shall be 
carved in stone in the building. 


Cast-Iron Pipes Economy 

The Minister of Health, in a circula: 
(85/50) urges all local authorities and water 
undertakers to observe as much economy 
as possible in the use of cast-iron pipes. 
The circular states that a general practice 
of requiring two lines of mains on all new 
housing roads might increase demands for 
housing schemes by as much as 75 per cent. 
An increase on this scale could be met only 
at the expense of the schemes of rural water 
supplies that are being put in train through- 
out the country to supply houses which at 
present have no piped water supplies, and 
to meet agricultural requirements. 


Local Authority Incentive Schemes 

The Ministry of Works informs us that 
in connection with the report on “ Incentive 
Schemes Operated by Local Authority 
Direct Labour Forces,” given in our last 
issue, the second paragraph under the sub- 
heading “Effect on Labour Costs” should 
be deleted and the following substituted : 

The average saving recorded on the 32 
schemes on which detailed information was 
submitted was 7 per cent. of the total labour 
cost of the work, whether bonused or not. 
The percentage saving on bonused work 
was, of course, appreciably higher. 


Lectures on Welded Structures 

A series of lectures on “Theory and 
Design of Welded. Structures” will be 
delivered at the Northampton Polytechnic, 
St. John-street, London, E.C.1, on Monday 
evenings at 7 p.m., commencing on October

LEWIS BERGER & SONS 


SATISFACTORY RATE OF 
EARNINGS MAINTAINED 


The seventy-first annual general meeting of Lewis Berger and Sons, Ltd., 
was held on August 3 at the Dorchester Hotel, Park-Lane, London, W. 
Mr. Thomas Lilley (chairman of the company) presiding. 

The following is an extract from the Chairman’s review circulated with 
the report and accounts:— 

The Berger group of 33 paint companies was founded in London 
nearly 200 years ago and now operates from 20 factories throughout the 
Commonwealth and in France and Eire. Agencies in export territories 
and a technical and selling link with the Sherwin-Williams Companies in 
the Americas complete the chain of world-wide service to users of paint 
materials. 

Reserves including profits retained in the business have been aceumu- 
lated with the issued capital stock of £927,275 (of which £400,000 is 
Preference stock) to create the financial strength which enables the group 
to finance new assets of £4,595,519. No value of goodwill or other 
intangible assets is included in this total. 

The group net profit after taxation is an increase over 1949 and at 
£453,734 maintains the satisfactory annual rate of earnings shown by the 
accounts of recent periods. The Ordinary dividend is continued at 33 per 
cent. and together with the Preference dividend requires only £111,100 
so that the general reserve and undistributed profit totals are further and 
substantially increased. 


A Year of Consolidation 


During the period of easier selling conditions I explained the main 
features of a long-term policy initiated to maintain earnings when the 
competition which now characterises paint trading should return. These 
features were to intensify the technical control and development of 
products for specialist uses, to extend the trade and production capacity of 
group companies overseas and to provide facilities for a much increased 
volume of production for sale at home. This year has been one of consol- 
idation within this policy structure and of preparation so that the organ- 
isation is equipped to offset the effect of growing costs by yet further 
increases in sales. I can now report the substantial progress which has 
been made along these lines. 

The new Bergermaster decorating finishes produced by use of the 
company’s styrene patents have achieved such popularity that sales 
compare favourably with those of the company’s longer established 
specialities such as Pompeian. It is gratifying but somewhat surprising 
that in spite of the advent of these new products the demand for Pompeian 
has increased. Production of a series of new Polykem industrial finishes 
also based on styrene has now been completed for marketing, such 
additions to the range of group paint products have contributed to the 
satisfactory increase in sales compared with the 1949 year which I am able 
to report. 

The extension of trading in overseas companies has already proved its 
worth and produced for these companies a record sales total for the year 
under review. The increase in advances and other indebtedness of sub- 
sidiary companies includes requirements of overseas companies to finance 
their development programme, and once again profits earned in Australia 
have been capitalised and not brought back as a cash dividend. A 
continuance of the progress of these companies can be confidently 
expected so that the increase in funds employed for their trading continues 
to be justified by results. 

At home the outstanding feature has been the completion of the building 
of the vast modern paint factory at Chadwell Heath, Essex. Although 
production at this factory has commenced there have been delays in the 
deliveries of plant so that it cannot be equipped for full-scale operation 
before the end of this financial year. There is, however, already evidence of 
material economies in operating costs at this unit which, together witlt the 
additional volume of output provided, will benefit future trading. 


Increased Selling Costs 

In my review last year I explained that the directors had decided to 
increase certain selling costs. For a full year in the accounts now under 
review there has been charged against trading profits extra expenditure on 
the selection and training of additional sales staff and on the provision 
of display matter and other advertising and sales promotion projects. 
This has been an essential preparation of the group selling organisation so 
that it is equipped to handle the larger volume of product$ which will 
become available for marketing. As a result the production capacity 
which exists has been strained to satisfy orders by prompt delivery but new 
production facilities are planned to come into operation at the end of the 
year. Thereafter the full benefit of the preparatory expenditure will be 
revealed. 

During the year stockholders have considered and approved full 
details of a scheme for the reconstruction of the group structure which 
was proposed by the Board after taking independent expert advice. 

It is no easier this year to forecast future trading conditions but I am 
able to assure stockholders that during the early months of the current 
financial year there was another substantial increase in the volume of 
trading and that only influences beyond the control of the company can 
interrupt this chronicle of industrial achievement. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted and a final dividend 
of 25 per cent. on the Ordinary stock, making 33 per cent. for the year, 
was approved.
